Private  Bills  in  amendment  of  Acts,  or  for  Acts 
incorporating  railway  companies,  shall  be  drawn  in 
accordance  with  the  Model  Bill  adopted  by  the  House, 
copies  of  w'hich  may  be  obtained  from  the  Clerk. 

Provisions  varying  the  Model  Bill  shall  be  inserted 
between  brackets,  and  when  revised  by  the  proper 
officers,  shall  be  so  printed. 

Sections  of  existing  Acts  proposed  to  be  amended 
shall  be  reprinted  in  full,  with  the  amendments  in- 
serted in  their  proper  places  and  between  brackets. 

Private  Bills  which  are  not  drawn  in  accordance 
with  these  rules  shall  be  returned  to  the  promoters  to 
be  re-cast  before  being  revised  and  printed. 

Exceptional  provisions  shall  be  clearly  specified  in 
the  notice  of  application. 

A certified  map  or  plan  showing  the  location  of  any 
proposed  line  of  railway,  also  the  lines  of  existing  or 
authorised  work  of  a similar  character  within,  or  in 
any  way  affecting,  the  district  which  the  proposed 
work  is  intended  to  serve,  and  an  exhibit  showing  the 
amount  of  capital  proposed  to  be  raised  for  the  under- 
taking, and  the  manner  in  which  it  is  proposed  to  raise 
the  same,  shall  be  filed  with  the  Railway  Committee  at 
least  one  week  before  the  consideration  of  the  Bill.

ALL  applications  for  Private  Bills  require  a notice

Rule  59. 

ALL  APPLICATIONS  for  Private  Bills,  properly 
the  subject  of  legislation  by  the  Legislative 
Assembly  of  British  Columbia,  within  the  purview  of 
the  “British  North  America  Act,  1867, ’’whether  for  the 
erection  of  a Bridge,  the  making  of  a Railway,  Tram- 
way, Turnpike  Road,  or  Telegraph  or  Telephone  Line; 
the  construction  or  improvement  of  a Harbour,  Canal, 
.Lock,  Dam,  Slide,  or  other  like  work ; the  granting 
of  a right  of  Ferry ; the  incorporation  of  any  particular 
trade  or  calling,  or  of  any  Joint  Stock  Company;  or 
otherwise  for  granting  to  any  individual  or  individuals 
any  exclusive  or  peculiar  rights  or  privileges  what- 
ever, or  for  doing  any  matter  or  thing  which  in  its 
operation  would  affect  the  rights  or  property  of  other 
parties,  or  relate  to  any  particular  class  of  the  com-

House  until  the  same  has  been  reported  on  by  the 
Committee  on  Standing  Orders,  or  after  reference  made 
thereof  at  a previous  sitting  of  the  House  to  the 
Standing  Committees  charged  with  consideration  of 
Private  Bills,  who  shall  report  thereon  to  the  House. 
And  if  this  Rule  shall  be  suspended  or  modified  as 
aforesaid  the  promoters  of  any  Private  Bill  which  is 
presented  after  the  time  hereinbefore  limited,  or  for 
which  the  Petition  has  been  received  after  the  time 
hereinbefore  limited,  shall  in  either  case  pay  double 
the  fees  required  as  herein  mentioned,  unless  the 
House  shall  order  to  the  contrary.  Any  person 
seeking  to  obtain  any  Private  Bill  shall  deposit 
with  the  Clerk  of  the  House,  eight  clays  before 
the  opening  of  the  Session,  a printed  copy'  of  such 
Bill,  a copy  of  the  Petition  to  be  presented  to  the 
House,  together  with  the  notices  published.

mentioning  also  whether  they  intend  to  erect  a draw- 
bridge or  not,  and  the  dimensions  of  the  same. 

61.  All  Private  Bills  for  Acts  of  Incorporation  shall 
be  so  framed  as  to  incorporate  by  reference  the  clauses 
of  tlie  General  Acts  relating  to  the  details  to  be  pro- 
vided for  by  such  Bills: — Special  grounds  shall  be 
established  for  any  proposed  departure  from  this 
principle,  or  for  the  introduction  of  other  provisions 
as  to  such  details,  and  a note  shall  be  appended  to  the 
Bill  indicating  the  prolusions  thereof  in  which  the 
General  Act  is  proposed  to  be  departed  from.

Intkuprktation. 

1.  In  the  construction  of  this  by-law  the  word  “cut- 
tie”  shall  include  any  horse,  mare,  filly,  gelding,  colt, 
bull,  bullock,  cow,  heifer,  steer,  calf,  sheep,  swine, 
goat,  or  mule. 

2.  It  shall  not  be  lawful  for  any  owner  or  owners  of 
cattle  to  allow  them  to  run  at  large,  or  to  trespass  in 
or  on  any  unenclosed  land  or  premises,  vacant  lots,  or 
public  places  within  the  limits  of  the  town,  as  marked 
on  the  townsite  plan. 

;i.  The  Municipal  Council  may,  by  resolution,  appoint 
a person  to  drive  cattle,  as  hereinbefore  mentioned,  to 
the  pound,  and  the  pound-keeper  shall  charge  for  such 
driving  a fee  of  lifty  (50)  cents  per  head,  which  fee 
shall  be  paid  as  follows: — Twenty-live  (25)  cents  to  the 
driver,  and  twenty-live  (25)  cents  to  the  Municipal 
Treasurer. 

4.  Any  person  or  persons  attempting  to  rescue  any 
cattle  when  lawfully  in  custody  of  the  pound-keeper, 
or  any  other  person  authorised  for  the  purpose  of  driv- 
ing them  to  the  pound,  shall  be  liable  to  forfeit  and 
pay,  upon  conviction  before  the  Reeve  or  any  Justice 
of  the  Beaee  having  jurisdiction  in  the  Municipality, 
a penalty  not  exceeding  the  sum  of  twenty-live  (25) 
dollars  and  costs  for  such  offence,  and  in  default  of 
payment  thereof  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  Reeve  or 
Justice  convicting  as  aforesaid  to  commit  the  offender 
or  offenders  to  the  lock-up  house,  in  the  said  town,  for 
any  period  not  exceeding  JO  days.

A J$y-Law  establishing  a Tomnl  and  defining  the 
duties  of  the  Found -keeper  in  the  Town  of  Arm- 
strong,  situated,  in  the  Municipality  of  S/iulhnii- 
e her  u. 

1.  The  Municipal  Council  may  establish  a suitable 
pound  in  any  convenient  locality  in  the  town,  and  shall 
annually  appoint  a pound-keeper. 

2.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  pound-keeper  to 
impound  any  cattle  prohibited  by  By-Law  No.  20  from 
running  at  large  within  the  prescribed  limits  of  the 
town,  when  such  are  brought  to  him  for  the  purpose  of 
impounding. 

3.  When  any  cattle  are  impounded  the  pound-keeper 
shall  advertise  the  same,  with  a sufficient  description 
thereof,  or  give  written  notice  to  the  owner  or  owners, 
if  known,  within  three  days  from  the  date  of  impound- 
ing, and  if  not  so  advertised  or  given  no  charge  shall 
be  made  for  the  keep  of  such  cattle  for  more  than 
three  days,  and  if  any  cattle  so  impounded  be  not 
claimed,  and  the  damages,  if  any,  paid,  together  with 
the  keeping,  driving,  pounding,  and  other  fees,  and 
also  cost  of  advertising  such  notice,  within  10  days 
from  the  publication  of  such  notice,  or  of  the  delivery 
of  the  same  to  the  owner  or  owners  of  such,  if  known, 
it  shall  be  lawful  for  him  to  sell  the  same  by  public 
auction,  and  the  proceeds  of  such  sale  shall  be  applied, 
first,  in  payment  of  all  fees  and  fines;  second,  in  pay- 


ment nl  damages,  if  any,  and  the  surplus,  if  any,  paid 
to  the  owner  or  owners,  or  their  duly  authorised  agent, 
if  applied  for  within  two  mouths  from  date  ot  sale. 

4.  It  shall  be.  the  duty  of  the,  pound-keeper  to  daily 
furnish  the  cattle,  during  the  whole  time  such  are 
impounded,  with  food,  water  and  shelter,  anil  for  so 
doing  he  shall  bo  entitled  to  demand  and  receive  the 
following : 

For  cattle,  other  than  sheep,  swine,  or  goats,  fifty 
cents  per  head  : 

For  sheep,  swine,  and  goats,  twenty-five  cents  per 
head  : 

And  he  shall,  in  addition  to  the  feeding  fee,  demand 
and  receive  a pound  fee  of  fifty  cents  per  head,  half 
paid  to  pound-keeper,  other  half  to  municipal  treas- 
urer. 

5.  Any  pound-keeper  impounding  any  cattle  under 
this  by-law,  and  neglecting  or  refusing  to  find,  pro- 
vide, and  supply  such  cattle  with  good  and  sufficient 
food,  water,  and  shelter,  shall,  upon  conviction  before 
any  Justice  of  the  Peace  having  jurisdiction,  forfeit 
and  pay  a penalty  not  exceeding  fifteen  dollars  for 
every  such  offence,  and  be  subject  to  dismissal.
